Typhoid and Tuberculosis. 


Statistics seem to &how that in 


any given number of consump- 
tives the number of those who 
have had typhoid fever is much 
greater than it is among the same 
number of healthy people. 
The 


inference is plain that tuberculo- 
sis is often an after effect of the 
fever. "The explanation of this 
phenomenon," writes Dr. Charles 
P. Woodruff in Science, "is evi- 
dent. If nn adult develops active 
tuberculosis it is generally not a 
new infection, but an activation 
of latent lesions that he has been 
carrying since childhood. Some- 
thing has happened that has 
caused a temporary lessening of 
his antibodies and allowed the 
latent tuberculosis to spread, and 
nothing is more potent in doing 
this than Infections like measles, 
whooping cough and .typhoid, fe- 
ver." J)r. Woodruff draws from 
these facts a potent argument 
for a pure water supply. 
He 


shows that tuberculosis invaria- 
bly decreases wherever the wa- 
ter supply has been purified.

sidered, rape alone is by far the best 
of all the annual hog pasture plants. 
Iowa experiments indicate conclusive- 
ly that it is not worth while to use 
cow-peas, sorghum or soy beans as hog 
pasture wuen such a good plant a<j 
rape is available. 
Rape seeded in 


the spring and properly pastured will 
furnish good forage for hogs during 
June. Juljr. August, September. Octo 
her and part of November. 


Drying Off the Sow. 


Good judgment will have to be used 


in handling the sows after the pigs 
get to be seven or eight weeks old, and 
it is a sensible thing to cut down after 
that time on the milk making: part of 
the ration, . In otb.er words, feed c6rn 
a Httle heavier and cut down the con- 
centrates. Tbis will tend to autoraut- 
icnlly wean tu« pigs and incidentally 
it will keep the sows in better condi- 
tion than If they are forced along with 
a heavy milk making ration.

GRASSHOPPER 
FIGHT 


Thursday, June lltb, is the Day and Date 


Suggested for Exterminating the 


Pests in Portage County. 


In view of the alarming numbers in 


which grasshoppers are appearing 
in 


Portage county, and the untold dam- 
age which they will cause to growing 
crops, 
we 
would 
suggest 
Thurs- 


day, June llth, 1914. as the day on 
which to make a united and deter- 
mined effort throughout all the town- 
ships of the county to destroy the pebts 
as completely aa possible. 
If every 


farmer in the county will make a note 
of this and have the supplies needed 
for poisoning the grasshoppers ready 
to be used on June lltb, the pests 
could be practically all destroyed. 


Mr. F. B. Milliken of the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, found in his work 
while connected with the Kansas Ex- j 
periment Station, that poison 
bran 1 


mash, the hopper dozer and poultry 
and young hogs were very 
efficient 


measures for checking the ravages of 
grasfahoppers. 


JSI'.AN MA^II. 


Several formulas for the preparation 


of poisoned bran mash have been used, 
but after testing out several of the 
varous ones, Mr. Milliken recommends 
the following formula as containing 
the quantities of the various ingredi- 
ents that prove most efficient 
and 


could be most conveniently handled : 
Bran 
20 Ibs. 


Paris green or white arsenic 
lib. 


Syrup 
2 quarts 


Oranges or lemona 
3 fruits 


Water 
3J gals. 


In preparing the bran mash, mix the 


bran and pans green, or white arsenic, 
thoroughly in a wash tub while dry. 
Squeeze the juice of the oranges or 
lemons into the water, and chop the 
remaining pulp and the peel to fine 
bits and add them to the water. Dis- 
solve the syrup in the water and wet 
the bran and poison with the mixture, 
stirring at the same time so as to 
dampen the mash thoroughly. 


The bait when flavored with "oranges 


or lemons was found to be not only 
more attractive, but was more appetiz- 
ing, and thus was eaten by more of the 
grasshoppers. 


The damp mash or bait should ce 


aown broadcast ;n the infested areas 
early in the morning-, or about the time 
the gra=ahcppers 
are 
beginning to 


move 'aVjUt from their night's rest. 
It sbou'd be scattered in such a man- 
ner as to cover from four to five acres 
with the amount of bait made by csing 
the quantities of ingredients given ir. 
the above formula. 
Since very httk 


of the bran mash is 'eaten after it be 
come= dry, scattering it broadcast in 
the morning and very thinly places 't 
where the largest number will find it 
in the shortest time. 
Sowing it in th^ 


mannpr also makes it impossible for 
birds, oatns ard fowls, or live stock to 
secure a 
sufficient amount 
of 
the 


poison to t i l l tfem. 
Inasmuch as the 


poi=oned bait does not act quickly, it 
will be from two to four days before 
the grasshoppers are found dead, and 
the'e will be more numerous in the 
sheltered place2. 
It does not require 


much of the pci=on to kill them. Even 
a small portion from one of the poisoned 
flakes Ail! be sufficient to cause death. 


HOPI'EKDO/EK. 


Coal oil has been used in may ways 


for the destruction of grasshoppers, 
but is moit commjn'.y used in the hop- 
perdczer, a device which con^sth of a 
long, shallow, galvanized iron pan, 
mounted on very low runners 
Tee 


hopperdczer is very effective wnere it 
can be drawn over an infested area 
near the surface of f.e ground. It is 
a necessary device wherever gra=shop- 
pers become destructive. On infested 
bare areas or fields where it aces not 
injure the crop, grasshopper damage 
can be quickly checked by it= use. 
After testing out several styles of hop- 
perdozers, all of which are somewhat 
similar, Mr. Milliken recommends a 
hopperdozer made after the fo'lowmg 
plan: "The pan is made from a wide 
piece of galvanized sheet iron, eight 
feet long, by turning up about four 
inches of the edge all around and 
soldering partitions across it at inter- 
vals of about two feet. 
The sled is 


made of inch boards nailed on 2x4 inch 
runners, with a three foot screen made 
by fastening oil cloth, smooth side 
forward, on upright pieces at the back. 
About an inch of water is put in the 
compartments of the pan, and a suffici- 
ent amount of oil added to make a 
good film over the top. 
Horses hitched 


at either end draw the dozer over the 
infested ground, and grasshoppers that 
attempt t) jump back over it strike the 
screen and fall into the water and oil. 
Many hop out agam; but it is an ad- 
vantage, as they die and save the oper- 
ator the trouble of later removing 
them. The dead that accumulate in 
the pan must be removed from time 
to time and more oil and water added. 
On smooth, level ground old wagon 
tires will make good runners and_ let 
the pan run closer to the surface, 
where it will do the most effective 
work. 


Where large areas are to be gone 


over with the dozer, two sleds should 
be constructed, each long enough to 
hold two pans. Place these sleds end 
to end with an eight-foot 2\4 inch, be- 
tween the runners of the ends that 
come together. 
With half inch bolts 


fasten the two runners loosely topether 
through the middle 2x4 in. and fasten 
each of the ends to the outer back cor- 
ners of each dozer. This gives a ma- 
chine about thirty-two feet in length 
that is flexible in the middle, so that 
it may be drawn over rolling land by 
a team hitched to each end. The hitch 
should be to the end of a ten-foot 2x4 
inch which extends from the middle 
runner of each sled and projects at its 
outer end. This makes the pull in 
front of the puna, and it will be almost 
impossible to upset the machine. 


Any grade of kerosene may be used 


in a hopperdozer. Since some of the 
oil is removed by every grasshopper 
that gets into it, it will be necessary 
to add fresh quantities at intervals. 
In case the oil and water is slopping 
out, which it will do on rough or un- 
even ground, burlap or gunny sack 
cloth should be placed in the pans. 


The first cost of the hopperdozer, 


made according to the above direc- 
tions, should not be more than $8, and 
should be operated at a cost of not to 
exceed 20 cents an acre.

Except m gardens, poultry fan begin 
on the >oung hoppers as soon as they 
arc Iditfd enough to attract attention 
of the fowls, a small flock will destroy 
all that can be found on a surprisingly 
lar^t; area, and will keep their num- 
bers down throughout the summer. 


Hogs can be let run on hay, weed 


patches and pasture lands where the 
gra^t-huppers are numerous. A bunch 
of joung shoats will protect a consider- 
able area 


To make a successful fight against 


graifchcppers, too much emphasis can 
net be laid upon the necessity of be- 
ginning promptly, as soon as tbe in- 
sects are present in sufficient numbers 
to threaten the crops, and continuing 
it vigorously so long as tbe grasshop- 
pers are present.

The double walls surrounding you

which fan be filled with water through 
valves opening into the sea outside or 
can be emptied by tlif- force of com- 
pressed air from 
within. 
As these 


tanks are filled the hull of the sub- 
marine sinks until only the periscope, 
the elevated eye of the vessel, shows 
above the water. When the water is 
forced out of them the boat becomes 
light and rises to the surface until its 
conning tower, superstructure and the 
upper part of the hull are exposed. 
Then the craft is navigated like any 
other boat. 


When the vessel is submerged the 


navigator at the lower end of the 
periscope has a far more intricate task 
than the steering of an ordinary boat. 
The periscope, of course, brings him 
a limited view of the sea about. Then 
he must steer in two planes instead 
of one. 
His craft turns not only to 


tbe right or left, but also up or down. 


To enable the vessel to stay under 


the water a longer time than usual 
the submarine carries a reserve supply 
of air. This emergency supply is com- 
pressed in a steel flask under the enor- 
mous pressure of 2,000 pounds to the 
square inch. 
Should tbe flask burst 


the explosion would wreck the boat. 
Perhaps a better idea of the tremen- 
dous concentration implied by this 
pressure may 
be gained from 
the 


statement that if this storage cylinder 
were punctured with :i hole no big- 
ger than a needle and if the tiny jet 
of escaping air were to strike a man 
it wsuld pierce him through and 
through like a bullet and even drive a 
hole through an inch thick board be- 
hind him. 


For ordinary purposes the air sup- 


ply used under water Is carried In or- 
dinary cylinders at much smaller pres- 
sures. 
Unusual precautions have to 


be taken to prevent the contamination 
of the air supply by gases from the 
storage batteries and from the gasoline 
motors.

Folding Screen Cover to Keep 


Flies From a Bed. 


Folding screen iKinds to protect beds 


and cribs from 
files and mosquitoes 


are the Interesting part of a patent re- 
cently taken out. The screen arrange- 
ment is designed especially for babies' 
cribs, but it can be built on a larger 
scale for any bed. It consists of two 
screened panels fastened permanently 
above the sideboards of the bed and 
another screen panel which serves as 
a cover. An ingenious hinged lever ar- 
rangement is fastened to one side of 
the cover so that it fan be folded down 
on one side, out of the way.

without properly labeling their pack- 
ages. This is in violation of the inspec- 
tion law. In most instances the seed 
was found by A. L. Stone, state seed 
inspector, college of agriculture, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, to be of mediocre 
quality and lacking the purity and vi- 
tality possessed by seed raised in Wis- 
consin. 


In north central Wisconsin an agent 


sold oats at $2.75 and barley and pota- 
toes at four dollars per bushel. At the 
same time individual farmers in that 
vicinity were offering seed in every 
way as good, if not better, for one dol- 
lar a bushel, or even less. 
Further 


than this, the buyers of this imported 
seed found "strings" tied to their bar- 
gains. 


Upon examining the copy of the con- 


tracts they had signed they found they 
had agreed -not to countermand 
the 


order. They had also agreed to call 
at the depot for the seed when it ar- 
rived and to pay for the seed by Sep- 
tember 14, 1914. Thus the contract be- 
came in fact a promissory note. The 
buyer had no recourse under the state 
seed inspection law, as the seeds were 
delivered in original packages direct 
to the farmer with no collecting agent, 
bringing it under the jurisdiction of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
Hence very few buyers would attempt 
reprisal. 


Before purchasing high priced seed 


farmers will find it to their advantage 
to submit samples to the experiment 
station.

SEED TEST APPARATUS 


GERMINATION OF GRASS AND 


OTHER SMALL SEEDS. 


Excellent Results May Be Obtained 


by Use of Plain, Ordinary Jelly 


Tumbler—Water Is Secured by 


Using Candle Wick. 


(By H. GABMAN.) 


For germinating blue-grass and nu- 


merous other small seeds, excellent 
results may be obtained by an 9rdi- 
nary plain glass jelly tumbler, on the 
top of which is placed a candle-drip 
glass. This in turn Is covered with a 
disk of blue blotting paper bearing 
the seeds, and this again covered with 
a plain three-inch watch glass. Water 
In the tumbler is brought up to the 
blotting paper, on which the seeds are 
placed, by a piece of candle wick, the 
two extremities of which are passed 
through tbe round opening in the 
bottom of the candle glass and spread 
out on its upper surface beneath the 
blotting paper. By filling the tumbler 
two-thirds full of water when starting 
the test, no further attpntion is re- 
quired, beyond counting and removing 
the germinating seeds, until the end 
of the test 
Twenty-eight of these 


tumblers with their complements of 
seeds may be placed side by side in a 
wooden tray and placed in a warm
